BELGRADE, November 23.—Eugene Schuy- 
ler is expected here shortly to enter upon his 
duties as Ministerofthe United States to 
Servia. 

A REMARKABLE STATEMENT. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, November 23.—The Va- 
kit, one of the principle newspapers here, des- 
cribes America as burning with a desire to go 
to war with England, and intimates that 
Turkey is about to enter into an effensive and 
defensive alliance with the United States. 
The coincidence of this extraordinary publi- 
cation with the arrival here of Gen. Long- 
street, mbassador to the Sultan, is regard- 
ed as significant. It is regarded as possible 
that Gen. Longstreet may have started this 
story at Peraj by way of a delicate revenge 
for the indignities which a London newspa- 
per heaped upon him ashe was passing 
through Eagland. 


DULCIGNO. 

CETTINNJE, November 20.—Advices from 
Antivarisay Montenegrins near Antivari re- 
port firing in the neighborhood of Dulcigno 
‘hroughont Sunday. 

THE ALBANIAN LEAGUR. é 

PARIS, November 23.—A telegram from 
Balsic anncunccs that Dervish Pasha has 
ordered the Committee of the Albanian 
League to dissoive their organization under 
painof death.

THE HEIGHTS OCCUPIED. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, November 25,—Der- 
viscb Pasha has occupied the heights of Dual- 
cigno, and his entry into the town is hourly 
expected. Montenegro has been notified of

refuses toenter until all the Mussulmans 
bave departed.

THE ANTI-JEWISH MOVEMENT. 

BERLIN, Novemaver 23.—A pretty general 
feeling prevails, founded on the utterances 
of the conservative and offivial press, that 
tbe authorities are inclined to wink at, if 
net epenly encourage, the movement for 
stemming therising tide of Jewish power 
and influence in the empire. 

At the beginning of his career Bismarck 
made no secret of his opinion on the subject, 
ceclaring in Parliament he was opposed to 
the admission of Jews inte office, and al- 
though subsequent events have sbown he has 
-omewhat modified his theo: ies, there is noth- 
ing to show he does not regard the more 
moderate phases of the present agitation 
with @ certain degree of sympathy. In the 
last session of the Parliament Hismarck’s son 
introduced and got passed a billagaiost usury, 
but every one knew the reat author of the 
bill. The Count has not given any distinct 
opinion on the matter, though it is thought 
exceedipg strange that one of the Emperor’s 
chaplains, Rey. Storke. should stili have the 
courage to pursue bis anti-Semitic course 
with undiminished virulence. 


Africa. 
CAPE COLONY. 

LONDON, November 23.—The acting Gov- 
ernor of Cape Colony says: No effective check 
has yet been made to the outbreak. 

5 EGYPT AND ABYSSINIA. 

The Secretary of the Anti-Slavery Society 
writes: It isto be feared there is little hope 
that a war between Egypt and Abyssinia will 
belong averted. The news has just reached 


me from undoubted authority that orders have 
been issued from Cairo to drive back 
the Abyssinians by ferce. 

Two thousand troops are at Kernan, and a 
battalion has been sent to Sanlit. It is stat- 
ed that 16,000 soldiers have left Cairo. 

A German missionarygin Abyssinia states 
the Kingis convinced Egypt intends to at- 
tack him, and has issued orders that all Mus- 
— must leave the country or be bap- 
tized. 


France. 
PaRIs, November 23,—It is announced here 
that Gen. Sickles is about to be made Minister 
to France, superseding Gen. Noyes. 


A NAVAL STATION, 

PARIS, November 23.—Owing to the in- 
creasing es of the French possessions 
in the South Seas, the naval station of Tahiti 
will henceforth consist of a steam transport, 
a dispatch boat and four sailing vessels.

er, is dead. His age was eighty-six.

Paris, November 23.—The Chamber of 
Deputies to-day adopted a motion ordering 
an inquiry intothe De Cissey affair after a 
motion for the adjournment of the debate had 
been rejected. 


England. 
MANCHESTER, November 23.—The agita- 
tion for advance of wages in Northeast Lan- 


cashire is renewed at a meeting of the repre- 
sentatives of weavers at Blackburn. A reso- 
lution was passed affisming that an improve- 
ment has taken place in the cotton trade, and 
expressing a hope that the employers would 
now give the promised increase. 


Ireland. 
LONDON, November 23,—The greatest pos- 
sible precaution is taken by the Government 


/ to prevent its course of procedure in the 


Land League cases from being known. De- 
tectives stand over the printers who are em- 
ployed putting in type the League’s speeches 
intended for use at the trial of the agitators. 
The printers moreover are sworn to secrecy. 
The proofs are sealed and the type immedi- 
ately distributed. 


Australia. 

BRISBANE, November 23.—The Queens- 
land Parliament hes been prorogued. The 
Government’s position is stronger, and 
they have succeeded in passing the bill for 
the construction of the Transcontinental 
Railway and other principal measures.

MONKY MARKET. 


Speculations in Stocks in New York— 

Freezing of the Canals and Grain. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, November 23.—Some of the 
brokers who wene yesterday offering money at 
4 per cent just before the close paid after 
banking hours 6 per cent and a commission of 


1-32 for enough to make their bank accounts 
good. Whilethere is this activity for eiill 
joans, the holders of good 
can borrow up to the end of 
the year at 6 percent; up to the beginning 
of February at five pereent. The banks are 
losing to the South and Westand wo the 
Treasury much more money than they are 
gaining by gold imports, and ona rising vol- 
ume of borrowers at the Stock Exchsiuge, 
the demand from tbat quarter for 
loans is of course increasing to the extent that 
stocks are bought on margins at current 
prices. The number of shares of 
stocks dealt in at the S'ock 
Exehange yesterday was 635,8U0, thatis to 
say, in the excitement this amount was 
recorded. it is likely that 
fully 700,000 shares of the 
par value of $70,000,000 changed hands. The 
highest pricestor several stocks ever paid 
have been paid to-day. In nodepar' ment of 
trade bas the suddea freeze 
had a more disasirous effect than ia the 
transportation of crain to this city by the Erie 
Canal. About 70,0.0,000 bushels of grain 
have been carried over the water 
bighways of the State since the opening of 
the season. The sudden closing of this zreat 
inland avenue of commerce by the cold: has 
locked up about XU boats 
laden with about 6,500,000 bushels of grain. 
it is said should no more freight get throuzh 
by tbe canala permanent advance of from 
G to 10 cents cannot be avoided as the frozen 
shipment was the neaviest of the year.

AN IMPORTAND OPINION. 


The Liability of the Directors of the 
Merchants’ Exchange in Damage 
Suits Clearly Defined. 


The opinion of the law firm of Broadhead, 
Slayback & Haeussler,to which had beer re- 
ferred the delicate questions arising over the 
proposed expulsion from membership in the 
Merchants’ Exchange by the Board of Diree- 
tors, is possessed of more than passing imter- 
est to the business community. Its precepts 
were accepted by the board, which has ac- 
cordingly delayed action in the case: 


Your favor ofthe 16th inst., asking our 
Written opinion to certain questions, has 
been received and carefully considered. Af- 
ter ¢xemination of the nuthorities and the 
facts submitted, we are of the opinion: 

1. That there is no question as to power 
in the .Board of Directors of the 
Merchants’ Exchange to expel 
any member of said Exchange 
for misconduct or for violation of any of the 
rules or regulations or by-laws, or for other 
causes specified in said rule. But this power 
is to be exercised with absolutely pudicial cau- 
tion and only after a full opportunity of the 
recusant member to be heard in his own be- 
half. 

9, We are of the opinion that the courts 
would not sustain the board in the proposed or- 
der submitted to us. The membercomplained 
of disputes and denies the validity of the 
claim in controversy forsome reason which, 
he has stated in respectful terms, he wishes 
to have acjusted in courts of law. He there- 
fore declines arbitration. This we think is 
his privilege. State to use, etc., Kennedy vs. 
the Merchants [:xchange, 2 Mo. Ap., 96. 

8. Whether the directors would be in- 
dividually liable for damages would depend 
upon the circumstances to the case, 
If the rule violated were a reasonable 
rule andthe powers ofthe board were fairly 
and reasonabiv exercised by the directors,act- 
ing in good faith and prompted only by the 
motive ofenforcing the rules impartially, 
tbere would be no liability. But in ascer- 
taining whether a reasonable rule has been 
violated the accused should not be convicteil 
abd found guilty withowt a hearing in his 
defense. Before comipg to a conclusion 
that the member is guilty of failure to 
comply promptiy with the terms of any 
business contract or obligation, and has 
failed to equitably adjust the same or other 
similar charge, and the fact whether he be so 
guilty or not requires a judicial investica- 
tion, and he sees proper to adjust the matter 
by atrial ofthe merits before the courts of 
law, and the other party has not yet 
exbausted his remedy there, then it seems to 
us premature to conclude that the accused 
member is guilty as charged. That might be 
the opinion of the directors if it might not be 
the opinion ofthe courts. Hence it is better 
not to risk the exercise of the power where it 
imay become questionable whether it was 
rightfully ana justifiably exercised. There 
is no occasion to act until after 
the courts have been called upon in this par- 
ticular case. 

4. We donot think the Merchants’ Ex- 
cbange would be liable to the directors indi- 
vidually for damages, if such directors 
should bring ajudgment for damages indi- 
vidually, at the sust of a member who 
recovered on the ground that the d'rec- 
tors bad become individually  jiaole 
to such member for damayves in having 
wrongfully dealt with him. The recovery 
of such damages against the directors »>y 
such mem ber would imply tbat the directors 
had exceeded their lawful autbority as agen's 
of the corporation, and bad inflicted a wrony 
upon the member as individuals. Bui stili 
the corporation might be heid to respond in 
asidt by an ipjured member, if its directors, 
who are placed by it in a porsi- 
tion to inflict a wrong in bhi 
corporate name, sbeuld be adjuiged 
wrong-doers by the court. The direc ors 
could not look to the corperation forindem- 


altowtbemtotake advantave of their own 
wrong. Phe member @jured, if fount by 
the courts to have ectually «irs? tred damages 
by the acionofth: bosuri, could sue und re- 
cover aga)nst the co: poratiov ond the direct- 
ors jointly and severally, for nis remedyis 
cood against ail who participate in such 
wroag.

The po- 
lice force has four hundred visitors who 
must know just where the poor are, and if 
their resources are largely increased by 
voluntary contributions from citizens, 
their possibilities for doing good will 
grow in proportion. In tine, if you have 
anything to give, whether in money or kind, 
and do not know how to give it,do not forget 
that the police captains will receive your 
bounty and see that it is carefully and wise- 
ly bestowed.

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‘THE GRAIN BLOCKADE.

A Prospect of the Elevators Being 
Overstocked With Grain 


Emphatically Denied by Elevator Men— 
Shippers a Little Apprehensive. 


am OS 


There isa prospect of a blockade of grain 
in this market ina short time. The river is 
practically closed to navigation, and will 
probably continue in that conditioa for some 
time. The railroads have raised their tariff 
on through freight rates,and the ecievators 
are carrying an unprecedented large stock of 
grain, while tne receipts of wheat and corn, 


especially the latter, are expected to be very 
large during the coming month; so large, in 
fact, that unless some outlet is furnished the 
storage capacity of the city will be greatly 
overtaxed- The total stock of all grainin 
the regular elevators to-day is over 2,700,000 
bushels, mearly 2,000,000 of which is wheat 
alone, whichisthe largest stock of wheat 
ever carried in this market. In view of the 
large amountof grain on hand and the 
probable heavy receipts in the future, a 
P.-D. representative made an_ effort on 
*Change to-day to ascertain the chances of a 
plockade and the possible effect on prices and 
business if such a condition of affairs should 
occur. 

‘‘1)o you think there will be a blockade of 
grain this winter in this market?’’ asked the 
reperter of 

Mr. WEB. SAMUEL 
as that gentleman was buriying to the grain 
corner on ’Change as if there Was a Certainty 
of a blockade cf some sort or other. 

‘*-No, indeed. Wecan handle ail thev sena 
us in this market and giad of the opportuni- 
ty. Why, there is ieas than 3,000,000 bush- 
els in the elevators now, and they can 
asily manage double that amount.’’ 

“But in case the river remains closed, 
freighis continue to advance or remain at 
their present figures and receipts of grain 
continue heavy, won’tthe elevators soon be 
oveitaxed?” : 

‘*Yes, but that state of affairs will never 
exist, and even if they do there is a remedv. 
I think, myself, that the river will be opened 
in a few davs, and that will give the grain an 
opportunity to move out. In case the river 
remains closed there will be an outlet by way 
of the Iron Mountain Railroad and Belmont. 
The St. Louis and New Orleans Transporta- 
tion Company have arranged to load grain 
into their barges from the cars at that pouaot, 
and 30,000 bushels could easily be taken out 
by that way per week, which would very ef- 
fectively relieve anything in the nature of a 
biock at this point.’’ 

‘*‘A company have already undertaken to 
pbulld an elevator at Belmont, and in a very 
short time it will be completed. Its capacity 
will, I think, be 250,000 bushels.” 

‘*Suppose a blockade should occur, what 
effect would it have on the market here?” 

‘It would, in my opinion, strengthen 
prices.”’ 

The reporter then ran across 

MR. A. O. GRUBB, 
of Cole Bros., and questioned him about the 
expected blockage and its probabieeflects. 

Mr. Grubb did not anticipate an overstock 
of grainin tbis market. He thought that 
evenin the event of the river remaining 
closed and receipts of grain continuing heavv 
a means of handing all the grain would be 
found. Hesaidthe large receipts of cora 
were due to the fact that prices were stiffer 
here than in other markets and cited Chicago 
as an instance, remarking that the 
price of coro there was 
nearly two cents per bushel less than here. 
He said this state of affairs would not con- 
tinue, long as prices were steadily advancing 
in Chicago and when that market caught up 
with ours a certain amount of corn would be 
diverted to that point. Mr. Grubb said that 
he believed that prices would be made stead- 
ier, if anything, if a block should occur 
here, 

Mh. SLATTERY, 
of the st. Louis Elevator, was next seen. 

“Willtbere bea bleckade of grain here this 
winter. Mr. Slattery?” asked the reporter. 

*Notthe slightest chance of such a thing 
occurring,’’ replied that gentieman. **As far 
as the elevators are concerned, 1 can say that 
we have facilities for handling an immense 
ameunt of grain, at least 2,000,000 additional 
busheis.”’ 

“But suppose that 2,500,000 bushels 
accumulates here, as it certainly will if the 
river remains closed and freight rates con- 
tinue high?’’ 

‘*But you’re wrong, young man. You 
don’t seem to consider that the mills are 
drawing on us for grain, and a Jarge per 
cent of the receipts sre taken out in that 
way.” 

‘*If a block does happen, how willit in- 
fluence prices.” 

**{ couldn’t tell about that, but I do know 
this much, that there will be no blockade in 
grain at this point this winter. Anyway, we 
And 


can ever get up here.’”’ 
‘T'be reporter then approached 
MR. BARTHOLOW, 
of Nanson, Bartholow & Co.: 

**Would the prevailing price of grain 
be much effected by a blockade here?’ ques- 
tioned the reporter. 

‘*Can’t tell: you see, it would depend alto- 
getheron who controlled the grain in the 
elevator, Whether the ‘longs’ or ‘shorts.’ I 
don’t think a block would make much @iffer- 
ence in prices,’’ 

**Will there be a blockade in your opin- 
ion?’ 

NO, I think not. I believe 
that we are going to have a big stock of grain 
here this winter, and 1 think that will help 
prices. If wehavethegrain, we are bound 
to have the buyers, and the buyers will al- 
ways make the prices.” 

The P.-D. man next saw Mr. Dave Fran- 
cis, Who said that there wasa very good 
prospect of a grain blockade this winter. He 
thought thatsuch an event would have the 
effect of depressing the market, as buyers 
would not wish the grain for the reason that 
it would be impossible to move it out with 
any profit. He believed that the price of 
corn would be effected more than wheat,and 
in case of a block he would look for that 
cereal to drop at least three cents and possi- 
bl¥ six cents. |

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THE SIZE OF HER FOOT. 


A Vital Questionina Law Suit—Could 
Mrs. Brady’s Pedal Extremity Go tna 
the Hole’? 

A few weeks agoa case was triedin Judge 
Boyle’s court, where Mrs. Clara J. brady 
asked for $15,000 damages from the city. She 
had been walking at night, in company with 
her husband, on Twelfth street bridge, and 
fell into a hole, causing her considerable 
injury. She alleged that the hurts so receiv- 
ed necessitated her remaining in beda long 
time, and the permanent injury of her aim. 
The jury returned a verdict for her, giving 
her $1,000 damages. About the same time 
her husband instituted a suit for $10,000 
against the city, claiming that amount to 
have beenexpended for medicine, doctors’ 
bills, etc. Besides the consequent tax on his 
nervous system, caused by watching bv her 
bedside, and the deprivation of his wife’s so- 
ciety, Was worth damages. The latter case 
came up for trial before Judge Lindley to- 
day. Atthe former trial of the case City 
Attorney Lell intreduced witnesses to 
show the size of the hole through 
which the lady’s foot had fallen. The aper- 
ture Wgs Very small, but Mr. Brady, the at- 
torney for the defendant, was equal to the 
emergency, and measured the lady’s foot be- 
fore the jury, showing that it was small 
enough to go into the hole. To-day, Mr. 
Bell was determined to prove the case fully, 
and had a fac-simile of the section of the 
bridge containing the hole brought into 
Court. A platform of about four feet sijuare, 
the top being exactly like the floor of the 
bridge, was introduced, and the lady was 
required to gothrough a performance like 
the one enacted when she received the un- 
fortuvate injury. Dr. Spiegeihalter took the 
stand first and testified that he had attended 
Mrs. Brady duripg her illness, 
Her arm, which she said was 
injured by the acecident, 
the Doctor said had been useless since child- 
hood, and had it been all right she couid have 
prevented herself from falling. The case ex- 
cited no little interest and the court-room was 
preity well filled with curious persons witha 
morbid desire to see the exact size of a 
woman’s foot. When Mrs. Brady took the 


to see if her foot and leg 
would go into the hole, the jury became 
nervously attentive. ‘ihe hole was just next 
to the large brace supporting the bridge. 
Mrs. Brady mounted a chair and stoodon the 
The jury and lawyers gathered 
arcund to sec how far she would go into the 
aperture, but it was too smali. Her foot 
would not enter it. Some remarks were 
made by outsiders that very likely she was 
wearing a larger shoe than the one. worn on 
the night of the accident. 


Horrible Abortton. 

This week opens up with another addition 
to the already tong list of crimes. This 
morning Coroner I rank appeared before 
Prosecuting Attorney Dierkes and swore out 
a warrant charging a midwife residing in 
the northern portion of the city 
with abortion. The abortion was 
committed on a young German 
cirl, who, however, will not be prosecuted. 
Though the warrant was sworn out early 
this morning, the woman was not lodged 
in jail up to three p. m., and for this reason 
the names are,withheld until tbe arrest is 
made.

The Schuyler County Bonds.
